The reading concluded, he raised his

Back to the Epistle to the Philippians the 
bishop turned and took his text from it. 
He said in part:

|terlal improvements and probably bajf as 
‘much more in equipping, boarding and 
‘teaching departments. Half the amount 
‘of the money expended in material !fm- 
'provements has been paid and $15,000 has 
‘heen assumed by the college to be paid 
|in 20 years, in semi-annual payments at 
6 per cent. on this amount. Besides these 
i'semi-annual peyments. the cotllewe as. 
'the present session, made improvements 
|to the amount of $1,000. which must be 
(paid January, 1!905. : 
If your body will pay $1,000 annually 
ifor 15 years, it will have paid for only 
ihalf its Own material improvements, 
‘which should be characterized rather as 
‘just than generous. Those best informed 
on the subject do not beleve that our 
church schools can succeed without en- 
'dowment, much less beur an extra burden 
‘of their own materlal improvements. The

} Olas. The situation is extremely delicate. 
Two incidents nave occurred, both of 
which militate against the liberals and 
increased the difficulty of Prince Sviato- 
polk-Mirsky’'s position. 

Prince Medsky, editor of The Grashad- 
min, who is head of the reactionary 
press, this morning unmasked his bat- 
teries attacking the intertor minister 
in such fashion for his ministerial 
tendengies that Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky 
for the first time since he assumed the 
ministry ordered the confiscation of the 
issues. In the strength of the influence 
behind such an attack lies the real sig- 
nificance of Pringe Medsky’s act. 

The action of this paper is considered 
to be very unfortunate, as it places a 
powerful weapon in the hands of Prince 
Sviatopolk-Mirsaxy’s enemies. Many of 
the minister’s friends are inclined now to 
believe that Zemstvos went too far and 
have jeopardized the position of their 
best friend.

Reinhardt Normal College. 

The anninal renart anf Prasident RC. 
Sharp, of the Refnhardt Normal college, 
was also referred to the board of educa- 
tion of the north Georgia conference after 
@ reading had been given it during the 
morning session. The report is as fol- 
lows: 


“To the North Georgia Conference: 
Reinhardt college is not only a school 
of great use in the middle section of 
north Georgia, but it {is one of much 
necessity. The class of boys and .girls 
educate here would, for the most part, 
obtain an education nowhere else. We 
veritably believe that if a first-class col- 
lege were to be established at Cunton, 
the nearest town of any cOnsequence to 
us, our patronage would be injured very 
little, if any. 
“The majority of students of this in- 
stitution are from the country and many 
wf them are very poor. AS a consequence 
they feel hampered to attend school in 
towns, They have not had the opportuni- 
ty for an earlv training that the city 
children have, and of course they are em- 
barrassed to take thelr places in the pri- 
mary or intermediate gardes, Young men 
and women of very capable minds, not 
having completed the common school 
branches, come to us. Many of them, in 
fact nearly all, make proficient progress 
in the course outlined. They finally be- 
come well educated and fill important 
places in church and state. 
“‘We dare say that there is not another 
school in Georgia that is doing the same 
amount of work with as meager funds. 
We have a noble @lass of teachers, edu- 
cated, principally, in our best schools 
and colleges, actually sacrificing them- 
selves for the purpose of carrying a 
Christian education to these noble boys 
and girls, lost in the mountain forests of 
north Georgia. We need more help from 
your body than ever in order to pay these 
teachers. Reinhardt is best appreciated 
by those who know the work.

The President’s Trip South. 

Surely if the president of the Usted 
States comes south no open question 
can exist as to the nature of his re 
ception by the southern people. 

To suggest that he would not be re 
ceived as befits his official dignity and 
distinction as a man, is to reflect on 
southern courtesy and southern hos- 
pitality. 

The mere raising of such an impos- 
sible question is discreditable in its 
animus and reprehensible on general 
principles of common civility and con- 
ventional politeness. 

Southerners in the mass may think 
‘as they choose about President Roose 
velt. Hia policies affecting this sec- 
tion, as heretofore developed, have 
met with their well nigh universal 
condemnation. It matters not what es- 
timate we may place upen him, or how 
completely our deep-seated feeling on 
the south’s one great and ominous 
question may have prevented perhaps 
a fair view of the intrinsic per- 
sonal qualities of the man; nor 
does it matter whether the pres- 
ident comes among us as a mat- 
ter of perfunctory presidential cour- 
esy or to deliver a message, he 
will be received with every honor and 
every demonstration of popular respect 
that he would receive, under like cir- 
cumstances, in any American city or 
state, 

The southern people are not boors. 
They are not irreconcilables and sulk- 
ers to the extent of forgetting their 
manners or the respect due his high 
office. 

The southero people are, first of all, 
American citizens, They have the 
American instinct of fair-play. They 
believe in the democratic tenet of 
obedience to the will of the majority 
as honestly expressed through popular 
sovereignty—not grudging, sullen ac- 
quiescence, but cheerful, generous ac- 
ceptance. A popular plurality of nearly 
2,000,000 votes attests that Theodore 
Roosevelt distinctly reflects the ma- 
jority will of the national] electorate. 
He has received his high official com- 
mission as a handsome certificate of 
personal confidence from the hands of 
his fellow Americans. As president of 
the republic he is entitled to the loyal 
good will and well wishes of his coun- 
trymen. -The narrower aspects of 
partisanship should not be permittec 
to survive the counting of the bai- 
lots. We are all American citizens be- 
fore we are democrats or republicans, 
and the president is not or should noi 
be the president of a party or of a sec- 
tion, but of the whole people and the 
whole country. 

Mr. Roosevelt himself has declared 
that he is not a northerner, not a 
southerner, not a westerner, but “a 
United States man.” If, upon invita- 
tion or otherwise, he travels through 
the southern states, as is said to be his 
intention, and, while here, sees fit to 
address our people, The Constitution 
does not hesitate to assure him in 
advance that he will not want for 
large, respectful and highly represer- 
tative audiences. 

The southern people are not intoler- 
antly prejudiced against Mr. Roosevelt. 
It will by no means be because of his 
office alone that they go out to hear 
him with courtesy and receive him as 
becomes such an honored guest. They 
recognize in him a jersonality that 
measures up to his office and know he 
is worth hearing for his individual 
qualities of head and heart. If there 
be prejudice, it is largely in his per- 


true daughter of Georgia and the

| will make our people glad to hear him | 
and ready to give him a typical south- 


ern welcome. 

As for what President Roosevelt 
may have to say to the people of the 
south, that is not so material. We have 
no fear that he will say anything of- 
fensive, and there is some reason to 
hope he will say something to indicate 
that he believes he has still something 
to learn about the peculiar conditions

demand a high order of statesmanship, 
free from partisanship and prejudice, 
if they are to receive adequate legis- 
lative and executive cossideration. 

President Roosevelt will be taken at 
his word, since he has declared his 
good intentions toward the south, and 
there is encouragement to hope that a 
southern trip will prove educative as 
well as mutually pleasant. 

The south has everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by a presidential 
junket through this great and growing 
section.

By Wes- 
ley’s own assertion the second Metho-

world was organized in Savannah. 

All that is best and truly typical 
of evangelistic Methodism will fiad 
its exposition in the history of the 
early followers of Wesley in Georgia. 
The Georgia “circuit riders” of the 
old days were men of rugged strength 
in the walks of God, and of promi- 
nence in the early records of che 
church. Georgia Metbodism was nour- 
ished in this strong soil, and today 
its tap root goes down to the very 
fountain head of Wesleyism. The 
strength and spirit of the old fathers 
in Israel has been visited upon this 
latter generation, and Georgia Metho. 
dists will stand as the purest type of 
the denomination to be found any: 
where. 

The Methodist church, from 
humble colonial beginning, has be- 
come @ wonderful religious torce in 
America. In point of numbers its com- 
vined 17 bodies lead all other Protes- 
tant denominations in the Unitec 
States, in 1903 being only second to 
he Catholic church in American mem- 
oership, the statistics for tzat year, ac.

MORAL SURGERY. 


New Triumphs Claimed 2y Modern 

Development of Medical Skill. 

; (From The Boston Transcript.) 

When surgery can be depemied upon 
in any considerable number of in- 
Stances to correct not merely physical 
troubles, but mental defects and moral 
abnormalities as well, the achievement 
may be regaried as the coronation of 
the many triumps it has won during 
'the last half century. As science de- 
velops this may not be too much to 
hope for, especially as it seems to have 
been already accomplished in the capital 
city of Indiana. The story is told of 
Jesse Beard, a lad fifteen years of age, 
who manifested a violent temper and 
criminal propensities. He was disobetii- 
ent to his parents, and detested the dis- 
cipline and instruction of the schools. 
He ran away from home and when up- 
braided threatened to kill his mother 
and sister. He showed tendencies some- 
what similar to those that gave Jesse 
Pomeroy his unique notoriety: but un- 
fortunately science took him in hand be- 
ficre those tendencies had expressed 
themselves to tihe same deplorable ex- 
| tent, 

Finally he was brought ‘by his parents 
| before the juvenils court ag an jncorri- 
| sible, The chief probation officer Was a 
| woman, anid very likely a mother, At 
any rate, he took an interest in what 
| geomed a desperate and hopeless case, 
Soovane had the boy taken before an ex- 
| pert for examination. Investigation dis- 
closed the fact that when 
Old he haid fallen in a trench, his head 
| Striking some timbers, after which he 
‘Wag quite ill, and was threatened with 
| brain fever. Following this lead the 
|\suTgeons located the old injury, and tre- 
| Phined the skull at that point, disclosing 
| a fracture anid brain depression, with 
‘chronic inflammation of the brain cov- 
ering. The pressure was removed and 
the brain restored ito its normal conii- 
tion, since which time the subject has 
‘shown an entirely different disposition. 
|He has become kind anv obedient and 
| anxious to make up for the opportunities 
|he had previously thrown away. 

A couple of years ago Dr. Lorenz cre- 
ated an agreeable sensation in this 
country by his skil) in straightening out 
deformed limbs among Children; but 
how much greater would be the social 
benefit if deformed brains could be set 
right. We do not look for the time when 
Science can make a wise man out ofa 
congenital idiot, but there may be many 
cages in which accident has had a share 
for which science opens up a Way of 
salvation. In fact, the doctor who 
operated upon the Indianapolis boy 
claims that deformity of the skull should 
be corrected by artifictal means soon 
after the child ts born. “The skull] can 
be shaped with safety any time within 
ten days after birth.” 

There may be belated and uninten- 
tional recognition here of the claims 
upon which phrenology ts based. There 
are wases of crime in which it might 
be more just and more humane to turn 
the offender over to the expert surgeon 
than to the executioner. The last hang- 
ing In Connecticut, we believe, wag of a 
boy eighteen years old, who had com- 
mitted a murder for no reason that he 
could give or any one else imagine, Yet 
along the line of his ancestry, for two 
generations at least, epilepsy and habit- 
ual drunkenness were the distinguishing 
characteristics and he had manifested 
merely hereditary traits; but the law 
had made no provision for these, and he 
wag hanged all the same. Probably the 
Indianapolis boy would sooner or later 
have come to a similar end had he miss- 
ed the good fortune to attract the at- 
tention of those with more advanced 
kieas and livelier sympathies than the 
common, The suggestian opens up a 
great field for science, philanthropy, and 
humanity.

(From The London Mail.) 

The feats of which the Japanese rick- 
shawmen are capable are almost incred- 
ible. I remember sOme years ago being 
driven ashore in a yacht in the Inland 
sea during a typhoon. It was far beyond 
the treaty limits which then existed, and 
foreigners were not allowed to travel 
outside those limits without special pass- 
ports. But the mayor of the nearest fish- 
ing vfllage was kindness itself. He prom- 
ised to supply the best rickshawmen 
which the neighborhood could produce, 
so as to take us to a railway station 
some 40 miles away. And he kept his 
word, for the distance was covered in 
less than six hours, Including a halt for 
refreshments. Each rickshaw was drawn 
by two men, tandem wise, the usual! 
fashion when long distances have to be 
‘covered. The leaders in each went 
through the whole distance, while the 
wheelers, so to speak, were changed half 
way. The road was over a great part of 
the distance little better than a mountain 
track, and it was raining most of the 
time, but there was never a break in our 
progress except to allow the coolies to 
take off or put on their @othes. They 
prefer running in nothing but a loin- 
cloth, and do so whenever they get safely 
beyond the eye of the police, who have 
orders strictly to administer the law 
against nudity. 

The fare pald for this prolonged journey 
was, if I remember rightly, about 3 
shillings for each rickshaw, the extra 
shilling being a gratuity thrown in for 
good service. I know that it purchased 
so many blessings on my honorable 
head as cannot yet be quite exhausted. 
And having made our farewells at the 
railway station, the coolies started back 
at once for their own village.

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 
IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS 


HOULD the etate officlals who 
S have succeeded in winning a suit 

that will oring thousands of dollars 
into the state’s coffers, be paid fees 
somewhere near commensurate with their 
services? 

Tihis is a question which has been 
discussed no little among their friends, 
but so far as is known, not one of those 
interested has ever made a suggestion 
én thig direction. 

There has been enough talk about the 
subject in certain quarters, however, to 
justify the assertion that the question 
é more than likely to come up in an of- 
ficial way. 

Each of those who wag instrumental 
in winning the suit under which the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Company 
wil] be requirad to pay taxes on lits 
holdings of Western of Alabama stock, 
with the exception of the comptroller 
general who discovered the existence of 
this important asset by studying Poor's 
Manual, was attorney general of the 
state at the time he did his principal 
work in connection with the litigation. 
The salary of the attorney general, like- 
wise of the comptroller general, is only 
$2,000 a year. 

Frequently attorney generals have had 
opposed to them in extensive litigations 


of this kind counsel whose fee for the | 


single case was $5,000 to $!0,000. 
While there seem to be reasons in the 
minds of many why the state cannot 
be as lMberal with its servants as the 
corporations which it creates, there is a 
feeling in many quarters that it should 
deal more liberally than it does, par- 
tloularly where their efforts meet with 


such great, not to say almost unexpected | 


success. For it must be admitted that a 
decision by @ wnanimous court favorable 
to the state, came somewhat as a sur- 
prise after two adverse decisions in 
courts below. 

It is generally believed that some ef- 
fort will be made to secure for those 
who have conducted this litigation with 
ultimate success, substantial recognition 
of their valuable work. Those Who have 
discussed the matter point to the fact 
that county attorneys who receive an 
annual] salary, receive in addition ten 
per cent of all moneys they Dring into 
the county treasurer as the result of 
litigation. 

Just what steps may be taken in the 
matter are yet involved in doubt. But 
the probability is that nothing could be 
done except through the legisiature. The 
constitutional provision agadnst granting 
gratuities, ‘t is held, could by no means 
apply to this case, because valuable ser- 
vices which have been productive of great 
success, have been rendered to the State. 


Vaiue of Stock. 


Some question has been ralsed as to 
the value of the capital stock of the 
Western of Alabama railway, and this 
question will figure to a large extent 
in determining the amount of taxes due 
the state under the decision of the 
United States supreme court. 

Attorneys for the railroads which own 
the stock and who have appeared against 
the state in the litigation, assert that 
a great mistake has been made in 4as- 
suming this stock to be worth par. One 


of them stated he thought it was worth | 


about 60 per cent; saying that accord 
ing to his recollection, it has paid on'y 
one or two dividendg within the last 
eight or ten yeirs. 

There are $3,000,000 of this stock out- 
standing of which half is owned by the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking egg 
were worth only 60, the state could levy 
a tax on a value of but $1,800,000, or in 
the case of the Georgia railroad’s share 
which is the only one that has been liti- 
gated, the taxable value would be but 
$900,000. 

But the state authorities contend that 
that this stock is worth fully par, if not 
more. And in support of this contention 
they quote Poors Manual of Railroads, 
which shows that only in one or two 


instances during the last !5 years has the | 


stock failed to pay a dividend. In those 
years there was quite a surplus fund car- 
ried over. 

In all the other years the stock has nev 
er failed to pay less than 2 per cent, and 
the majority of the time it has been con- 
siderably above that, paying 4 per cent 
for several years and one year as high 
as 7 per cent. For the last five or six 
years, according to Poor's Manual, the 
Western of Alabama stock has not paid 
less than 4 per cent. That was the 
dividend paid in 1902. 

There is none of this stock on the mar- 
ket, consequently there fs no way of get- 
ing at its market value, except by com- 
parison with other stocks on which s!m- 
lar dividends have been paid and which 
have similar security back of them. 

No action can be taken by the state av- 
thorities In collecting the taxes already 
litigated until the remittitur has been re- 
ceived from the United States supreme 
court. This is expected within a few days 
now, and then a conference will he held 
to determine how much the Loulsville and 
Nashville and the Atlantic Coast Line 
must pay in taxes on this stock, they 
having agreed as lessees of the Georgia 
railroad to be responsible for all taxes. 


A Hard Day’s Work. 


Despite the fact that it was Thanks. 
giving day, there were at least four state 
officials who did yesterday as hard a 
day’s work, perhaps, as they have ever 
done. They were the tnree members of 
the railroad coOmmmission and Attorney 
General John C. Hart. 

These four officials were in conference 
all day yesterday at the capitol regarding 
evidence which is to be submitted in the 
freight rate litigation now pending in the 
United States court, which comes up for 
hearing before Judge W. T. Newman on 
Monday. It has been necessary to pre- 
pare quite a number of affidavits to be 
presented to the court, and many points 
connected with the case have necessarily 
been the subject of conference between 
the railroad commissioners and the state's 
attorney. 

i h’'s work wil! continue during the re- 
mainder of the week and on Monday 
Judge Hart will announce ready for the 
state in the lifigation which has sprung 
up over the commission's circulars 30! 
and 302, which sought to put in a new 
System and lower rates. 

All the raflroads entering Atlanta have 
joined in securing injunction to prevent

At first glance it might be 
thought that this would Interfere with 
the passage of the sound waves as well 
as the germs, but the inventor claims 
that this is not so, for the device pat- 
ented by him provides for the retention 
of the paper in a stretched condition and, 
acting Hke a secondary diaphragm, it 
not only does not intefere with speech, 
but tmproves the service by tempering 
the voice of one following the general 
tendency to speak too loud when talking 
over the wire.

In the arrest of A. N. Beck, which oc- 
curred yesterday afternoon, the city de- 
tectives think they have at last jailed the 
notorious slot gas-meter thief who has 
been breaking open meters for the past 
three or four months.

@bout a week ago. 

Beck denies that he has ever robbed 
any gas meters, but he admits he was 
im the boarding house of Mrs. W. B. 
Watson, corner of Washington street and 
Waverley place last Tuesday when Harry 
Hellen was seen trying to break oven a 
slot gas-meter. He went into the board- 
ing house first and left. Later he went 
to the back door and was talking to Mrs. 
Watson when Hellen entered the front 
door. <A negro servant stated that she 
detected Hellen trying to break open a 
siot meter in a closet. Firemen held Hel- 
len until police officers arrived. Beck 
@vt away. 

Beck ‘has been identified as the man 
who was with Hellen. 

Many Meters Robbed. 

At least two hundred slot gas meters 
have been robbed in the city lately, and 
last month at least sixty meters were 
broken open by thieves. In every in- 
stance the description given the police of 
the thief was identical and the officers 
‘beHeved that one man was doing the 
work. His trick was to enter a private 
residence where there was a slot gas 
meter and ask for some one. When left 
to wait in the hall he quickly broke 
open the meter, robbed it and fled. In 
fOme cases’ the thief represented him- 
self as the gas inspector. 

It is estimated that over $1,000 has 
been stolen from meters in the city. 

Beck was arrested by Detectives Lock- 
hart, Fogg, Steint and Ozburn. Officer 
Lockhart says he located Beck by Hellen 
Stating that he and Beck were together 
when they visited a certain house on 
East Hunter street last week. It is said 
that* Beck exactly fills the description 
given the officers of the gas meter thief. 

This morning some fifty peuple will 
call at the police barracks for the pur- 
pose of identifying Beck. 

When arrested at the Manchester hote!, 
~ corner of Forsyth and Trinity avenue, 
Beck denied that he knew anything about 
Hellen, and said he was not the meter 
thief. He lives with his mother at No. 
118 Forsyth street.
